Movements of the Greely T arty-T helr 
Reception To-«lay. 
N ew castle (N. H.), August 3d. — At 
about 10 o’clock this morning. Major and 
Mrs. Greely, and Admiral and Mrs. Luce, 
drove through the navy yard and around 
by the point through tite city of Ports­ 
mouth, to look at the decorations which 
everywhere abounded. (ireelyavas looking 
better than he has at any time since the 
rescue. The distinguished party were recog­ 
nized by but few persons on the streets, 
and the carriage returned soon to the navy 
vard, without stopping any where. Oneold 
fellow, who stood on Kiheny bridge, alone 
recognized Greely. and taking oil' his 
rough cap, gave three hearty cheers, which 
no one heard except the distinguished 
party themselves. Greolv in recognition 
politely lifted His hat. * The day was 
generally spent very quietly. 
A' great 
many people visited the navv yard, and 
about everybody tried to get a glimpse of 
Greely. but no one got nearer than the 
picket railing which incloses the grounds 
around the Admiral's residence. The in­ 
closure, however, was constantly surrounde, I 
with people, w ho seemed content with gap­ 
ing at the hero, us he sat on a seat under 
the trees, his family and close friends 
around him. Ever since early morning all 
sorts of water craft have plied between the 
city and lower harbor, laden with visitors to 
the vessels at anchor. All interest of course is 
in the Arctic fleet, and it is estimated that 
from 8,000 to 9,000 persons inspected the 
Bear. Thetis and Alert to-day. The other 
survivors walked about the navy yard in 
the cool of tlie morning; and during most 
of tlie day lounged idly about on the deck 
of the old Constitution. The authorities 
have decided to permit Greely and his 
little party to participate in to-morrow's 
demonstration. They will leave the Ad­ 
miral’s residence at 10 a. m., and be taken 
to Portsmouth under conduct of 1,. C. 
Powell. At the Portsmouth wharf Gen. 
Hazen and the surgeons will meet them 
with a large tally-ho coach. They will 
then be driven to a large speakers' stand 
that has been erected in tlie public square, 
where they will remain during the parade. 
Surgeons will be constantly in attendance, 
and if the faintest signs of weariness 
are observed 
among the survivors’ 
party it will be conducted immediately 
back to the navy yard. To-night the entire 
pariv are apparently well and in the best of 
spirits. The city is absolutely packed with 
strangers. The hotels have more applica­ 
tions for rooms than they can possibly till. 
Nearly all the buildings are handsomely 
decorated, and it is expected to-morrow’s 
display will be the most magnificent in the 
history of Portsmouth. All the relics of 
the expedition were exhibited on the deck 
of the Thetis to-day and viewed by hun­ 
dreds of visitors. At the stern of the Thetis 
was a wooden pole, the thickness of an oar, 
on which were nailed three pieces of cloth 
—one a colored handkerchief, another a 
piece of calico and the other a remnant of 
a woolen shirt. This was ihe dis­ 
tress signal of the 
rescued 
men. 
Their sledge "'as shown. It was composed ( 
of two rough pieces of plank, shod with 
rough pieces of iron, resembling hoop-iron 
joined by clumsy cross-bars; and another 
object viewed with great interest was a bag 
of reindeer skins, used by one of the party 
to sleep in. Greely was on deck for two 
hours this morning, and was introduced to 
many visitors, lie appeared weak, and 
hesitated itt his speech, as if from weari­ 
ness. During the forenoon the forc-hatch 
of the Thetis was raised, and the metal 
sarcophagi for the dead were revealed. On 
each, about in the middle, is a place for the 
name of the deceased, and near the top a 
beautiful Arctic scene on a plate of bur- j 
nislied silver. In the tank of the Bear are j 
the bodies of the dead heroes, but no one is , 
allowed to view the remains.

Grant in behalf of the Association, and

Toulon, August 3d.—There were no 
deaths from cholera here to-day. Thirty 
cases were taken to the hospital. 
Komi:, August 3d.—The Pope has directed 
the Cardinals and Bishops vacating here to 
return to their dioceses, to prepare for visi­ 
tation of the cholera. Tho l’otte presided 
at several conferences of the clergy, called 
to decide what relations the clergy should 
maintain with the civil authorities during 
the epidemic.

P ortsmouth (N II ), August 2d.—The 
Greely relief squadron leaves for Now York 
Tuesday night. The Bear is ordered to 
Governor’s island, where the bodies of the 
victim s of the Greely expedition arc to b e 
turned over to General H ancock this after­ 
noon. T he survivors of the expedition w ill 
be put under the care of the W ar D epart­ 
m ent, represented by General Hazen. The 
survivors rest quietly here to-day. and to­ 
morrow or Monday a formal dem onstration 
in honor of the return of Greely will he 
held. Early this m orning Mrs. Greely took 
her tw o little daughters over to the A dm i­ 
ral’s to see their father. Lieutenant <ireely 
was overcome with em otion at the sight of 
his little ones. A t noon Surgeons G unnel 
and H ead visited the Constitution to ex­ 
am ine into the physical condition of the 
survivors of the Greely expedition. 
Greely sat under the trees on the lawn 
for an hour w ith his wife, m other and chil­ 
dren around him . w hile he conversed w ith 
General Hazen. 
Sergeant Brainard, in conversation w ith 
a reporter, said tlie party did not suffer 
m uch on the journey dow n from Lady 
Franklin bay, they having been but little 
inconvenienced by cold. ” It was w hen we 
began to starve that we began to suffer,” 
said he. W hen the reporter asked him if 
the Greely party could have gone still far­ 
ther north than they did, the Sergeant said 
it would have been very difficult. A ship, 
said he, certainly could not have gone far­ 
ther north. The ice would open and close 
so rapidly that a vessel would surely have 
been nipped and crushed had the passage 
farther north been attem pted. The sam e 
ice conditions, he said, would prevent 
sledges going northw ard, because w here the 
ice was opening so ofti n there would have 
been great danger to life. W hen asked as 
to his opinion of further A rctic expeditions 
succeeding in finding the North Pole, lie 
said lie did not believe this would tie ac­ 
complished, nor did he believe that any ex­ 
plorer would ever reach a higher latitude 
than the Greely expedition did. 
•Sergeant Brainard also stated that tlie 
crew were comfortably situated w hile at 
Lady Franklin bay. There was plenty of 
provisions, coal and everything else there 
that was needed. W hen asked if the entire 
parly would have reached hom e safely if 
provisions had been landed at Cape Sabine 
by one of the form er rescuing expeditions, 
he replied: “ W ell, if the m en who died 
had had enough to cat they w ouldn’t have 
starved to death. The greatest loss to The 
expedition was w hen the Esquim au died. 
H e was able to get gam e food for us that we 
had not the strength or knowledge to got 
ourselves.”

SANITARY MATTERS. 


THE SE1VAGÉ Of SACRAMENTO DIS­ 
CUSSED. 
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DOMESTIC REFRIGERATION. 


The “ ice question ” in all warm cli­ 
mates is a serious one. The cost of the 
article to the consumer is never so low as 
to reduce it from the plane of a luxury. 
The temptation to too freely use it, is ever 
present, and no small amount of physical ill 
results from this fact, and from its some­ 
tim e impurity. Yet there is an everpres­ 
ent necessity, a great part of each year, 
in the temperate and in torrid zones, for a 
lowering of the temperature of given 
rooms, or receptacles of certain food, below 
the normal stage. The icebox, or refriger­ 
ator, in some form or other, is a necessity 
in every family, or 
where 
not 
em­ 
ployed, then methods of inducing ex­ 
cessive evaporation on moist surfaces are 
adopted. 
Any economical plan, there­ 
fore, that will enable us to attain the 
ends for which ice is used, without the 
inconvenience and loss consequent upon 
handling 
tliat 
article, will 
be 
re­ 
ceived 
with 
favor. 
It 
is ' believed 
the desired results may he reached l>y the 
use of refrigerating machines, more than 
one kind of which is offered in the market. 
Small machines can be constructed for 
household purposes that are not dangerous 
and are very economical, while larger ones 
can be used to supply, with exceeding 
cheapness, given districts with cold air 
through pipes, just as water and gas are 
supplied. By the use of coils of pipe in the 
chill-room, or refrigerating box, through 
w hich the machine forces either cold air or 
a freezing tluid, heat is absorbed and the 
desired lowness of temperature may be 
secured. T h e ‘‘Century” informs us that 
some of these machines are already in use 
iu New York. The advantage of them over 
ice is specially demonstrated in large tene­ 
m ent and business houses and hotels, 
where one machine in the cellar can he 
made to cool at will any closet, pantry or 
room in the whole structure, a feat quite 
impracticable of accomplishment ky the 
use of ice. 
If the great ice companies arc wise they 
will themselves take hold of these ma­ 
chines and put them into 
use, since 
it is asserted that they arc economical of 
operation, and yield larger profits at far 
less cost to the consumer than does the sale 
of ice. The sanitary advantages and con­ 
venience of the system are strong pleas in 
its favor. The same machinery that circu­ 
lates the briny cold fluid, or 
the air 
from 
com pressor-m otors, 
will 
manu 
fueture ice, 
and 
thus 
the 
compa­ 
nies 
can either contract for domc-tic 
refrigeration of every room in a house, or 
can supply a pound of ice as desired. Vie 
are told that already all the refrigerators in 
all the stalls of the largest market in New 
York city are supplied by refrigerator pipes 
from 
a central 
station. For butchers 
and dealers in perishable food products the 
pipe system would appear to have very 
strong claims.

BANKING THEN AND 


AN -ANNIVERSARY. 


Thursday W xt is the thirtieth anniver­ 
sary of the birth of the Republican party. 
The cry ie that it has already lived too 
long. But ‘this utterance comes with ill 
grace fronuft party that absolutely ruled 
the UnkwUtbr sixty years and molded its 
destinies. There is some dispute as to just 
who made the first step that led to the 
formation of the party—but that is imma­ 
terial. AVe can very well agree that the 
natal slay shall be celebrated on the 7th 
inst. T h e people of Strong, Maine believe 
the birth honor is theirs. Many places dis- 
pute’the claim. All may havesome reason 
to wear the wreath of distinction. The 
truth is, there was such simultaneous ac­ 
tion, by so many in different parts of the 
land, ut about the same time and in the 
same direction, that it is quite impossible 
to say who first moved on the new political 
line. It is enough to know that the move­ 
ment was made, and that ‘whether it began 
in Strong by a union of Temperance Dem­ 
ocrats, Whigs and Free Soilcrs, or whether 
it was born in the West, it moved on to an 
early success after the most prodigious 
growth from puling infancy to a sudden 
maturity. It is enough to know that it 
was born in response to the wish and 
thought and heart of the nation ; that the 
young giant put the sword upon his hip 
just in time to save the nation, and that 
since he slew the Democratic Goliath the 
country has known prosperity and made 
advancement far greater than the most 
radically sanguine ever believed to be pos­ 
sible. The Republican party was born of 
the sentiment of the people in favor of 
human rights, human freedom, the union 
of the States, the limitation of slavery, and 
as a protest against the bullying and brow­ 
beating of Southern Democrats. 
So it 
matters very little, we repeat, where its 
cradle was first rocked, since the patriotism 
and heart and love and loyalty of the na­ 
tion, from Maine to Illinois, formed the 
loins from which it sprang. 


Tnv latest published geographic charts 
for general use and for the schools give the 
northernmost land of Greenland on the 
east shore, concerning which anything is 
known, as on a shore line of 81° 30', the 
furtherest point being styled Cape Britannia. 
On the western side of Robeson Channel, 
however, a shore line has been charted 
fully 15' more northerly, the extremest 
point being named Cape Columbia. But, 
as the result of 
Greely’s discoveries, 
the north shore line of Greenland must 
now be charted on the west to 83° 35' 38', 
and the extremest point written down Cape 
Robert Lincoln, which name Greelv gave 
it. It is the nearest point to the North 
Pole known to man. There is one fact 
that goes far to support the theory that 
land does not greatly extend beyond either 
Cape Lincoln or Cape Britannia, and that 
is that the north trend of either shore ceases 
at Robeson Channel, and the shore lines 
bear easterly and westerly respectively. It 
is therefore reasonable to suppose that the 
most northerly land of Greenland is.not 
much, if any, beyond 84°. 


NOW. 


The Commercial Gazette, of Cincinnati, 
calls attention to a fact a great many peo­ 
ple lose sight of in political debate—that to 
the Republican party alone is due the 
credit for supplanting the old and vicious 
system of private hank issue,by a currency 
good in every emergency.

At a meeting of the Board of Health on 
Saturday last three Deputy Health Officers 
were recommended for appointment, and 
Frank Fredericks, E. Hess and J. B. I’ierre- 
pont were nominated for tno.positions, each 
to receive a salary of $75 ¡per month for 
August, September and ‘October. 
The 
Board passed a resolution -declaring China 
slough a nuisance, and recommending its 
immediate abatement. The fact that putrid 
human remains had been kept in an un­ 
dertaker's rooms longer than proper, und 
laid disseminated an odor poisonous and 
offensive, was brought to the attention of 
the Board. 
They voted that a similar 
occurrence would be coupled with a prose­ 
cution. 
Saturday evening at the Court-house a 
meeting of the Citizens’ Association was 
held, which was largely attended. Sparrow 
Smith presided, and the committee of five 
appointed by thenrevious meeting, through 
their Chairman, Dr. IV. II. Clunesa, made 
the following 
. 
report : 


S p a in appears to he about the only coun 
try that has resorted to extraordinary mar­ 
tial measures to protect itself from pesti­ 
lence. It cannot be learned what sanitary 
activity prevails there in this season of 
cholera fright, hut we do know that Spain 
refuses admission to her ports of vessels, or 
to her towns of travelers from infected 
places, or even remotely suspected locali­ 
ties. She does not receive and quarantine 
ships from India and Egypt, or any other 
infected or suspected ports, but bids them 
stand off' with the emphasis of shotted 
guns. And when she does find it neces­ 
sary to quarantine ships, or a company of 
people, it is done with a vigor elsewhere 
unknown. There the forty days of limit 
must count from the last death, or last case 
of the disease. It is related hv a shipmas­ 
ter that having spent his forty days in 
“ limbo," he put for port with his ship and 
crew. Eli route one of the men fell over­ 
board and was drowned, but the officials 
would not credit the fact, and finding one 
man short in the crew from the bill of 
health, ordered the unfortunate vessel to 
do forty days more of quarantine probation. 


A m b id e x t e r it y in people, it is said, can 
be prevented, or may be cultivated. It is 
now proposed to so train children in school 
ami elsewhere as to accustom them to the 
use of either band with equal ease. Why 
not? A certain clerical worker of whom 
we know changes his pen from the right to 
the left hand, doing as good work and as 
much with one as with the other, and he 
testifies that it is a saving of effort and an 
economy of exertion. Children are born 
with a tendency to the use of one side of 
the body more than of the other. But 
this, it is claimed, is the manifestation of 
heredity, and may be corrected if the child 
is trained properly from the time it begins 
to use its limbs for itself. It is altogether 
probable that in a single generation the 
tendency to use one side more than the 
other would not be obliterated, but there 
is reason to believe • Hat in the course of 
three generations it may be done. 


T h e President of the United States, in 
his proclamation relative to the possibility 
of cholera and yellow fever being intro­ 
duced into this country, addresses himself 
to every community in these w ords: “ I 
further advise that the cities and towns of 
the United States, whether on the coast or 
on the lines of interior communication, by 
sound sanitary regulations and the promo­ 
tion of cleanliness, be prepared to resist the 
power of the disease and to mitigate its 
severity." 
It can scarcely be said that the 
President is an alarmist, yet he and his ad­ 
visers are urgent in requesting a thorough 
cleaning up of our cities and towns. 


T h e Prohibitionists act as though they 
hoped to destroy the Republican party, and 
thereby induce its members to come over 
to them. There is no wit in their policy. 
No one who has thought deeply on the sub­ 
ject believes to-day that public sentiment 
has reached that plane when a sufficient 
number of States can be secured to amend 
the national Constitution and make tceto- 
talism a national command. A great and 
good cause for the amelioration of men is 
being sadly hindered by the over-zealous 
and unwise arts of its own friends, the Pro­ 
hibitionists.

A fter a full discussion of the subject w as had 
by your conuoittee, aud a plan of aetion agreed 
upon, it was deem ed advisable that a few of our 
prom inent citizens be taken into our council, to 
whom the plans could be subm itted, and from 
whom valuable suggestions m ight be obtained. 
The following recom m endations are therefore 
offered, for your consideration, as th e result of 
our deliberations: 
For the speedy aud effectual cleansing o f all 
cesspools, privy'vaults, cellars, stables, aud low, 
dam p places "of all kinds, it is deem ed best to 
divide the city into districts, in accordance with 
the locations of the m ain sewers therein running 
north and south, as follows: The first district to 
em brace th at portion of the city extending from 
the w ater front on the west to Fourth street on 
the East: second district, from F ourth to Sixth 
streets: third district, from S ixth to Eighth 
streets: fourth district, from E ighth to T enth 
streets; fifth district, from T enth to F ifteenth 
streets; sixth district, from Fifteenth street to 
the extrem e lim it of the city at Thirty-first street 
eastw ard. 
It was further suggested that th e City Board 
of H ealth shall recom m end to the Trustees the 
appointm ent of three Deputy H ealth officers, 
whose duty it shall he to act u n d erth e direction 
of the present H ealth Officer, and w ho shall m 
com m ence th e work of cleausiug as soon as ( 
practicable. In pursuance of this suggestion I 
am happy to inform you th a t the Board of 
H ealth held a m eeting this afternoon, aud have 
already carried out this part o f the program m e, 
so th at at th e m eeting of the Board of Trustees 
to he held next Monday m orning the gentlem en 
w ho have been recom m ended will doubtless be 
duly installed in office. But for the purpose of 
avoiding delay, und in order that the work to be 
accom plished uiuy be com m enced as soon as 
practicable, a com m ittee has been appoiuted to 
confer w ith the ow ners of the odorless excava­ 
tors, as well as w ith those of our citizens who 
are prepared now or are anxious to provide them ­ 
selves v. ill-, w hatever apparatus experience has 
taught them to be th e m ost effectual and expe­ 
ditious m eans for the purposes indicated; and it 
is not doubted th at the work can und w ill be 
done at the m inim um of cost to the ow ners o f 
property, for it has been definitely ascertained 
that where such operations are conducted stead­ 
ily and without interm ission th e expense, as 
com pared w ith th at w hich has ordinarily pre­ 
vailed, will be m aterially lessened, But for the 
purpose of still more effectually carrying on the 
work proposed, and w ith the view o f lending a 
larger am ount of m oral sup[>ort to those en ­ 
gaged in th e undertaking, as w ell as for th e pur­ 
pose o f giving counsel w henever required by 
the proposed em ployes, it is suggested th at á 
com uiittee ot five be appointed lor each dis­ 
trict. W henever it m ay be deem ed necessary 
the various com m ittees are recom ineuded to 
resolve them selves into a jo iu t com m ittee, to be 
styled th e Sanitary V igilance Committee. The 
following-nam ed gentlem en have been selected, 
after considerable reflection, and are, therefore, 
subm itted for your indorsem ent:

In regard to the proposition of pum ping the 
sewage ol the city directly into the Sacram ento 
river, your com m ittee found th at the work had 
already been undertaken by the Trustees, and 
is now w ell-nigh com pleted. In reference, how ­ 
ever, to th e capacity of our sewers to conduct 
so large an am ount of solid m aterial us will be 
contained iu the sewage, provided all of th at 
which is now being retained in our privy vaults 
be allow ed to pass directly into them , your 
com m ittee found the Trustees divided in opin­ 
ion. The experience of a few days w ill he re­ 
quired alter the com m encem ent of pum ping to 
determ ine 
the question satisfactorily. It is 
nevertheless believed th a t hut a sm all am ount 
of m oney will be required to be expended, as 
com pared w ith the im m ense benefit to be d e­ 
rived, in adapting our sew ers to this rcquiri- 
m ent. M eanw hile th e cleaning proposed is 
deem ed an absolute necessity iu any event, its 
im portance increasing as the real situation wu» 
discussed and brought to light. 
So far as the question o f plum bing is con­ 
cerned, your com m ittee were intorm ed by the 
Trustees that by an Act o f th e leg islatu re e n ­ 
titled “ An Act to g ran t to Boards of H ealth iu 
cities and counties the pow er to regulate the 
plum bing and draiuuge oi buildings,” uporoved 
‘ larch 15,1883, the whole question is under the 
control of the Bourd of H ealth. The Board, 
however, at its m eeting held this aftem oou, 
failed to find provision in said Act for them to 
recom m end the appointm ent of an expert for 
the purpose contem plated, unless it he im plied 
in section 4 of said Act, w hich says: “ The 
Board of .Supervisors, or other city or county 
officials whose duty it is to m ake apportionm ents 
for th e Board of H ealth of such county, or city 
and county, shall m ake the necessary appor­ 
tionm ents, and shall insert th e sum in the 
yearly tax levy, to provide for carrying out the 
provisions of this Act.” 
It is believed, how ­ 
ever, by the Board, th a t this Act has special 
reference to San Francisco, and does not apply 
to Sacram ento. 
Your com m ittee, w hile it would gladly end its 
labors here, nevertheless desire, in view of the 
situation, to suggest th a t w hile th e Trustees and 
Board of H ealth nre doing all in th e ir power 
w ith the lim ited m eans at th eir com m and, it 
will not do for us, the people, to rest in apathy 
and until disease and death are upon us. A 
cursory exam ination of our m ortuary records, 
laying aside all JM'.-iblc danger from any new 
diseases w hich m ay threaten us, w ill convince 
tlie most skeptical that a general cleansing is 
necessary. Our death rate is too great, and there 
is no goed reason w by it should not be very m a­ 
terially lessened. Preventable diseases, or those 
w hich are directly occasioned by just such tilth 
ns we now propose rem oving, cause this increase 
in our proper ratio o f m ortality. 
Had the com ­ 
m ittee nan th e tim e to collate the local statistics 
necessary to dem onstrate this proposition, they 
Mould have given you the figures to prove the 
assertion, although they are aw are th at a great 
m any concom itant circum stances m ust neceasa- 
rily enter into tin- calculation. 
But, as illustra­ 
tive ot the beneficial effects of cleansing, let tis 
say th at l)r. Buchanan, Medical Officer o f tin. 
Privy Council of England, shows tiiat the death 
rate in nineteen out of twentv-Hve towns was 
thus reduced 10.5p er cent., and th at the death 
rate from typhoid fever alone in twenty-one 
towns out of tw enty-four was reduced 45.4 per 
cent.: am i w hat is true o f th e cities aud to.i us 
o f England is equally true of.Sacram ento. How 
to avert tliis waste of life is so plain that he that 
runneth may read. Ttic world is teem ing w ith 
inform ation in the daily press, and in no doubt­ 
ful language is it dem onstrating to us that our 
fate is in our ow n hands: th a t we can literally 
choose between health and disease, und Dial as 
a race m an holds his destiny iti his own bands. 
H ealth is w ealth, and if an intelligent, united 
and determ ined effort be now m ade on the part 
of the people, not only w ill the dangers w hich 
now threaten us bo averted, hut death and the 
toniti w ill lie robbed of m any w ho m ust other­ 
wise fall victims. 
Your com m ittee appreciates the force of the 
suggestions offered by Judge Beatty at our last- 
m eeting. that Sacram eutans are supine where 
health m atu re are concerned, and th at w hat 
we most require at,present is agitation. 
Ia ! li-. 
therefore, aw ake from our lethargy; let a more 
lively public sentim ent be created in favor of 
cleanliness and general sanitation: let us en ­ 
courage and sustain our H ealth Officer, our 
Trustees and our Board of H ealth, to whom we 
have intrusted the grave responsibility of guard­ 
ing the public health; let us m ake them feel 
that th eir efforts arc appreciated, and that they 
are sustained by th e intelligence, patriotism 
and w ealth of the whole com m unity. 
Is it. 
then, too m uch to ask of this intelligent com ­ 
m unity that they decide betw een right and 
wrong, good and evil, betw een health, wealth 
and happiness or disease, poverty aud death ? 
We do not believe it.

A FANCIED IDEA 
That the city of Marysville polluted the 
Sacramento river. Títere is no evidence 
whatever but that the water is as pure 
below as above Marysville. No city of the 
size of Sacramento could pollute a stream 
the size of the Sacramento. 
F. R. Dray said he did not want to have 
much to say about a case where doctors 
disagreed, lie believed in disinfectants, 
and thought, like Dr. Simmons, that it 
wonld be unwise to open up the cesspools 
during the warm weather. He said nearly 
all tlie closets and cesspools could bo 
sweetened by a liberal use of copperas. He 
was opposed to pumping tlie sewage into 
the river. People below the city use the 
river water for domestic purposes, and it. 
would not be right, nor just, nor proper to 
so dispose of it. 
Dr. Laine, a member of tlie Board of 
Health, reviewed and replied to the re­ 
maras of Dr. Simmons. He said he was 
opposed to the city's going into a $200,000 
farmiag speculation. The matter of pump 
ing the sewage into tlie river is no new 
idea, but one that lias frequently been dis­ 
cussed in the Board of Health. Hundreds 
of cesspools and vaults have been opened 
this summer, and it can be said of Sacra­ 
mento at this time that the health of the 
city was never better than it has been the 
past year. 
Dr. Oatiuan thought all cesspools that 
could not be disinfected 


SHOULD BE CLEANSED, 
And all others should remain undisturbed 
until just before tlie rain. He thought the 
contents of cesspools should be carted 
through the streets before 7 o'clock a . m . 
He was opposed to a universal cleansing of 
cesspools anil vaults ut this time, but said 
all offensive ones should be cleansed with 
out delay. 
Dr. Simmons said no man in the city de­ 
sired to have it cleaned more than did he. 
While a member of the Board of Health 
he always recommended cleaning up be­ 
fore the "hot weather. All places that are 
foul should be looked after immediately. 
Foul odors are very unhealthy; they 
vitiate the atmosphere, and should be 
abated. Disinfect your yards and cess 
pools, but open as little to tlieair as possible. 
He said if tlie city would lift the sewage 
he would guarantee that it would not cost 
the city a cent if they would guarantee the 
acquirement of land.

H EALTHY FOR US TO PUM P 
Into Y street and drink at I street, then he 
would pay the expense of his trip. 
Dr. Laine believed in the house-to-house 
inspection, 
lie did not believe in causing 
every cesspool to be cleaned out, but only 
those that are obnoxious. 
Felix Tracy was in favor of adopting the 
report of the committee. 
H. M. La Rue said this was no tim* to 
trade horses. It was a well-known fact, he 
said, that hundreds of cesspools in the city 
were foul, and the Board of Health should 
order them immediately cleaned.

LABOE CITIES IN TH E WEST 
That empty their sewage into the rivers. 
The water of the Ohio is pure and good, 
yet on its banks are scores of cities that 
dump into it their sewage. He said the 
canal below the city is disease breeding. 
Mayor Brown said lie was in full accord 
with the proposition made by the commit 
tee. Sanitary measures should be imme­ 
diately undertaken. The Board of Health 
will receive all the aid from the Trustees 
that it is possible to give. He was in favor 
of pumping the sewage into tlie Sacra­ 
mento river, and indorsed the remarks of 
Mr. La Rue on that- subject. He said an 
eight-inch pipe was a small thing compared 
to the vast river, and he was satisfied that 
the water wonld purify itself before it ran 
three miles. He said the sewers of tlie city 
were flushed weekly. 
Daniel Brown said the lower end ot the 
drainage canal was not finished. If it was 
completed to Snodgrass slough it would be 
of much more service to the city. 
City Engineer Bassett said that within 
the last five years a large amount of work 
had been done on the canal, anil it was 
now in

He said there was but ten feet fall in 
twenty-live miles, and the tide at the slough 
rose six feet. The canal is now filled with 
putrid stagnant water. During the months 
of Julv and August the water in the slough 
docs not move at Sutterville. Tlie absorp­ 
tion and evaporation takes up all the sewage 
before it reaches two miles from the city. 
He was satisfied that good drainage could 
never be got by canal, and he had come to 
the conclusion that pumping it into the 
river was not the best plan. 
The motion approving the pumping of 
the sewage into the river was indefinitely 
postponed by a vote of 25 ayes to 16 noes. 
At 11 o'clock the meeting adjourned.

Tlie tramp nuisance along that 
road is said to be intolerable. They are 
bold and insolent and frequently show tight. 
To-day an old woman over 50 years of 
age was found wandering through the 
woods several miles south of Portland, in a 
most deplorable condition. 
She was a 
howling maniac, and was captured only 
after a long chase and a desperate struggle. 
She was totally nude, her back burned to a 
blister by the sun, her hands, feet and face 
torn and scratched, and her body was almost 
a skeleton. From appearances she has been 
wandering about some days. Slierefuses to 
drink and eat food, and raves incessantly. 
She is a total stranger to all, ami no one is 
found who can throw the least light on the 
mysterious subject. The woman is now 
lodged in jail here, and will be held until 
something further can be learned. Her 
appearance is perfectly heartrending. 
Yesterday Carl Anderson, a brick mason, 
working on a new building at Tacoma, fell 
a distance of fifteen feet, struck on his 
liead, and was almost instantly killed,

[Sau Francisco Post. August 2d.] 
Health Officer Meares, under tlie resolu­ 
tion adopted by the Board ot Health, has 
issued a circular to the public containing 
advice, which it is well every householder 
should read and follow. In lire circular 
tlie Health Officer says: 
In view of the epidemic of cholera now 
prevailing iu France, its probable extension 
into other countries in Europe, aud its pos­ 
sible introduction into our Atlantic States, 
our local Board of Health have deemed it 
necessary to take active measures to en­ 
force in this city those sanitary regulations 
which are necessary to exclude, if possible, 
this terrible scourge, and if not possible to 
exclude 'it, then to modify and lessen, as 
far 
as 
possible, its malignancy. The 
Board of Health, tlie Board of Supervisors 
and our Police Department, upon this sub­ 
ject, are in entire accord. Our sanitary 
laws will be immediately and efficiently 
enforced. The assistance of all good citi­ 
zens is earnestly invoked to aid the author­ 
ities in this good work. 
You are particularly requested to see 
your premises arc put in and kept in tlie 
most eleanlv condition. 
Garbage of ail 
kinds should be removed at least twice a 
week. 
Privy vaults, kitchen sinks and 
cesspools should be thoroughly deodorized 
and disinfected weekly. 
Your cellars 
should be thoroughly ventilated by open­ 
ing doors and windows. Their sanitary 
condition can be much improved by white­ 
washing and sprinkling unslaked lime or 
chloride of lime in moist places. 
, 
The most effective deodorizer and disin­ 
fectant for privy vaults, sinks, cesspools, 
soiled vessels or decaying animal and vege­ 
table matter is a solution of copperas (three 
pounds to two gallons of water). 
Garments soiled by infectious or conta­ 
gious diseases should be soaked in a solu­ 
tion of sulphate of zinc (white vitriol), half 
a pound to three gallons of water, before 
washing. 
All houses, after tlie occurrence of con­ 
tagious diseases, should be thoroughly dis­ 
infected ; but as this requires inore or less 
expert knowledge, those desiring such dis­ 
infection should always obtain the same by 
application to tlie Health Office, free of 
cost. 
We have good food, fair water and a 
healthy temperature, and we only require 
ordinary attention to sanitary laws to es­ 
cape much of the sickness now prevailing 
and to materially lessen our death rate. 
Tlie- disinfectants 
recommended are, 
when obtained from wholesale druggists, 
so inexpensive as to be within tlie reach of 
every one. und will add much both to com­ 
fort and health. 
While it is not contended that they de­ 
stroy the germs of cholera or any other ma­ 
lignant disease, we do contend that they 
act as palliatives and correctives, and neu­ 
tralize disease producers aud those decay­ 
ing elements of animal and vegetable mat­ 
ter upon which epidemie diseases feed and 
bv which their germs arc multiplied. 
It is to be hoped that householders will 
attend to these simple sanitary regulations, 
und report to this office all violations of 
sanitary laws that come within their knowl­ 
edge. 
Every house in the thickly populated por­ 
tions of the city will be visited by a sani­ 
tary inspector of tlie Board of Health, wear­ 
ing a badge of authority. or by police offi­ 
cers detailed for the purpose.

Hops.—The San Francisco Examiner says 
that " the failure of the hop harvest in 
England has elicited a great dem and for 
the surplus left on this coast. The Pacific 
Coast lias alm ost exhausted its supply of 
the old crop, and hut few bales are left in 
the warehouses of this city. The now crop 
is coming in, and is com m anding a price 
ranging from forty to fifty cents a pound. 
It is estim ated that from 50,000 to 00,000 
bales will he exported from this State to 
the East, whence it will be sent to Europe. 
W hat is left of the old crop is selling at 27J 
and 35 cents, according to quality. The 
brewers of this city have formed a com­ 
bination to discourage the introduction of 
beer im ported from the Eastern cities, by 
reducing the price of the beer made at 
home.” 
The figures given above arc much 
higher than any reported here for this sea­ 
son's crop. 
Emm et W ells’ New York cir­ 
cular of Ju ly 25th says of the m arket 
there: 
“ Cable advices received here this 
week from London have been somewhat 
conflicting. One came to a prom inent hop 
firm here, stating that the plantations 
were growing 
worse 
and the 
market 
advancing. Im m ediately on receipt 
of 
this news the firm in question made it 
known to brokers, and was soon besieged 
w ith offerings by samples of some500 bales. 
Before effecting any purchases, however, 
two or three other cablegrams reached 
them of quite a reverse character. The 
result is, the firm bought no hops, nor are 
they likely to do so under existing circum­ 
stances. This condition of affairs shows 
how very susceptible this m arket is to any 
change that may transpire for the worse in 
the English plantations. This m arket is in 
about the same condition as reported la-t 
week. 
A few sm all sales have been made 
—-just enough to base quotations on. The 
highest price we hear of is 28 cents cash, 
and to this (joint wc reduce our figures. The 
terrifiie storm on W ednesday evening last, 
which visited this city, seems to have ex­ 
tended to the hop districts of th e State, and 
from the accounts at hand thousands of 
hop poles were thrown to the ground, and 
string-yards were badly twisted and torn. 
W here the 
poles withstood the blow, 
branches of vines were torn off anil serious­ 
ly injured. This is the report from W ater- 
ville to the New York Times: 
‘All ac­ 
counts from the hop districts of this State 
indicate a lighter crop than th at of last 
year. The average decrease being esti­ 
mated at 25 per cent., wiiile the increase of 
acreage is said to he not over 10 per cent. 
There will he five weeks before harvest com­ 
mences, and changes may take place which 
m ay alter all present calculations.' There 
are yet no com plaints of vermin of any de­ 
scription ; and repeating w hat we have 
hitherto said, the crop promises to be of the 
finest quality ever produced in the United 
States.”

Disposal o f Sewage. 
Eds. Record Union : The undersigned for one 
cannot agree to the proposition in regard to the 
“ Safe Disposition of Sewage,” to be poured 
into rivers, and the water from them to be used 
fordriuking water and the household. This was 
pointed out some years ggo In the water analysis 
I made of the Sacramento river w ater.and pub­ 
lished in the Record-Unios. 
The idea entertained that water purifies itself 
m aybe correct, i. e., the m atter in suspension 
may be precipitated by coming in contact with 
certain salts in solution, as. for instance, chlo­ 
ride of sodium (Na <"21 or suit water, which, by 
the way, is the real danger to the bay. where the 
debris-charged water of the Sacramento river 
comes in contact with the salt water. If the 
tides do not earrv out the precipitates, it is only 
a question of time as to the bay lieing gradually 
tilled up with the suspended matter. \S ith the 
free and noxious gases the Bn may be right, 
for if these are not found two bases will be 
liberated in the constant flow of water, o rto a 
large extent. With the salts in solution, par­ 
ticularly the chlorides, sulphates and phos­ 
phates,"which, with other combinations are all 
found in the liquid excrementation of man aud 
the animal, it is quite another thiug; these com­ 
binations, or salts in solution, will not precipi­ 
tate themselves, but be carried to the ocean. 
Professor Von Pettenkofer. of Munich, is ex­ 
cellent authority upon some matter, but yet 
nearlv if not all noted physicians of the Old and 
New World are of the opinion at present that 
the germs (microbes) of cholera and other infec­ 
tious diseases can be carried for miles aud cause 
similar diseases. That Pettenkofer should inti­ 
mate that the salts ill solution of rivers flowing 


been proved too often to be otherwise. The late 
works 1 have upon water from Germany do not 
mention anything of that sort about Professor 
Pettenkofer. What he doubts is the carrying of 
Infectious germs in flowing wuterwithout being 
destroyed. 
The writer has drank the water of Hamburg 
six successive times while sojourning there, ana 
does not blame tlio most fanatic tcm|>crance 
m an if he should prefer the Teuton 1 leverage to 
the boggy, yellowish water they have there, 
and yet this is to lie preferred to the water from 
the liar, whicli flows past Munich, where at 
present Pettenkofer holds a chair at the Uni 
versitv. Although this water is more palatable 
than that of the lower country, it has proved 
itsel f nevertheless absolutely dangerous in many 
cases, 
in the year lsTl tho undersigned spent 
four weeks in Munich while visiting Europe, 
and previous to the visit to that city was cau­ 
tioned by physicians of Kissingcn not to drink 
the water of the Isar or the drinking water of 
Munich, and in not obeying their advice he had 
to suffer with an attack sim ilar to cholera, 
which might have cost his life, for that dreaded 
disease was then rejiorted to be in Munich. The

reason why the people of Munich are such greut 
beer drinkers is partially duo to the unwhole­ 
some water they nave tliorc. It produces good

beer, but is bad, or rather dangerous water to 
drink unboiled. 
Most travelers who have investigated or paid 
some attention to the drinking water of the 
cities in the civilized countries of Kurope fiud 
that where t lie sewage is passed into tho rivers 
such water is not uguin used for drinking water. 
The m atter at present agitating the people of 
Sacramento shotil 1 be permanently settled, for 
it is the future we liuve to fear. It appears 
plain enough that if this city is permitted at all 
times to pour its foul m atter into the river, then 
all towns and villages above this city can claim 
the same liberty.and as we are entertaining hopes 
that the Sacramento valley be gradually and 
surely built up, these towns and villages arc 
supposed to grow, not only in size and popula­ 
tion, but may also increase in number, and 
when the river becomes low, then our druggists 
will not say that the water of this city is chemi­ 
cally pure. Even now I would like to know the 
druggist who wants the world to believe that the 
water we use is chemically pure. The water we 
use is fuir, and fur better, despite the slickens, 
than many a large city can boast o f; but that is 
no reason that the water cannot be more and 
more polluted, or made unfit for drinking. “ Do 
unto ethers as you would have others do uuto 
you," Is to bo recommended in this case. 
Sooner or later provision has to be made for 
the disposal of our sewage otherwise than by the 
river. I.et us m ake a beginning soon by first 
having sewers built upon a modern plan—let 
the force of water and air play an important 
part in it. Pour the same into the river by de­ 
vices so well kuown and adopted in other cities, 
but don't rest contented by imagining this sort 
of water can be tolerated always in the river, 
for the present age is, and will be in the future, 
more aud more opposed to it. Read the dis­ 
patches from France, and the ideas Dr. Koeli 
entertains about water. Why suggest boiling it? 
Even your so-called chemically pure water Is 
open to danger when the inhabitants of a town 
are afflicted with infectious diseases, and they 
are permitted to pass their excremental matter 
into a river which the people of other cities 
below are compelled to use. 
With properly-constructedeonductorsthc sew­ 
age can tie carried to the lower part of the city 
for tile present, and a commencement made to 
obliterate tile cesspool system in the older part 
of the city as soon as practicable. Of course 
the water would have to be pumped into the 
river first, but in the meantime the people have 
to took to other means, as in many parts of the 
world, to dispose of their sewage, in the disin­ 
fecting idea of filled and pumped out cesspools 
with sulphate of iron, about as much faitli can 
be placed ns in the remedy the sea Captain 
adopted when he cured all diseases with sea- ! 
water. This salt is excellent in binding the I 
ammonia compounds, as sulphureted ammonia 
Of 11 4)2 8, wnich causes a precipitate with the 
iron falling down as a sulphide, and with am­ 
monia it forms a hydrate, aud thereby re­ 
moves the obnoxious smell. 
With sulpha- 
reted 
hydrogen, however, no precipitate is 
formed and the very disagreeable odor rematns. 
Besides the porous condition of our cesspools 
will not permit a thorough disinfecting, there­ 
fore the worst cases should be pumped out and 
filled with dry road dust or fine sand. The best 
would be coarsely powdered charcoal, pre­ 
viously heated, fine road dust (or fine sand) aud 
lime finely divided. Charcoal and lime are 
excellent for disinfecting on a smaller scale, 
providing of course the charcoals are not already 
filled with noxious gases, and for that reason 
they ought to be heated previously. The S. A. 
.Supplement of February 8. 1879, p. 2583, pub­ 
lishes a number of disinfecting compounds 
adopted by several States, som# of which may 
cause some benefit in adopting them. The ac­ 
tion of copperas (or FeS04 7H20) upon snlphu- 
reted hydrogen (HAS) is open to doubt, while in 
aminoniacal compounds and foul gases it is an 
undoubted disinfectant. This is mentioned be­ 
cause this salt in the list of disinfectants in­ 
cludes sulphureted hydrogen, upon which it 
appears to have no effect when tests are made, 
for iron is not precipitated by that gas or solu­ 
tions. Of course if a sufficient quantity of am ­ 
monia is present the liquid containing sulphu­ 
reted hydrogen will combine with ammonia, 
forming sulphureted ammonia <N1I4)JS, and so­ 
lutions containing these gases will precipitate 
the iron, and it is there where the benefit may­ 
be expected in the use ol iron, when both gases 
are at once neutralized, and have their smell 
made odorless, or at least less obnoxious. 
lie it us it will, quite oertaiu it is that large 
quantities of sulphates must be used, for to dis­ 
infect a cesspool thoroughly will be found no 
easy undertaking, while with a smooth glazed 
surface like porcelain it would be an easy m at­ 
ter. 
It is quite different with porous bricks, 
which are charged with the foul matter, includ­ 
ing several feet of the soil. Respectfully, 
J ohn Eitel.

A fire broke out in Heilman's drug store 
at Emporium, Pa., Saturday afternoon, and 
destroyed twenty business places and store­ 
houses. 
Fourteen families are houseless. 
The loss is about $200,000. 
The steamer Eagle, from Xewburg for 
Albany, burned to the water's edge Satur­ 
day morning nettr Milton.

Tillie Wallace and Stephen Massey, of 
Harrison county, Ky., accompanied by John 
Galvin, eloped and were married at A lar­ 
deen. Galvin then got drunk and rode 
through the streets flourishing a revolver. 
He shot Tobe Hawkins through the stom­ 
ach, killing him. There is much excite­ 
ment and talk of lynching. 
The largest vote known at a Clark county 
(Ohio) primary election decided Saturday 
whether Captain Bushnell or General Keifer 
should have the solid delegation to the 
Eighth Congressional Convention, which 
meets on Tuesday next.
